LESSON IN 
ECONOMICS 


There is a story told of four 
farmers in the Canadian North- 
west who gambled the best 
years of their lives and all their} 
assets on wheat-growing. They 
were middle-aged men at the 
time the story opens, and bitter 
and weary, and bowed under a 
weight of repeated defeats. If 
it were not -rust that. ruined 
their crops, it ‘was early frosts, 
or one of the other enemies of 
the’ wheat farmer. One fall 
they met on a Government road 
project—for. all of them were 
in need of some ready money 
to buy seed and equipment—and 
they fell to talking hoarsely and 
alittle disgustedly of their pros- 
pects. One of them happened 
to mention that so-and-so had 


.| grown.a fair crop of barley,.and 


someone else had had a decent 
yield .of corn, and still another 
had had a paying crop of oats 
and alfalfa. And they pondered 
these things and talked about 
them at length and finally came 
to a decision. They decided to 
pool their resources, Each of 
them would concentrate on one 
crop—either wheat or corn or 
oats or barley, and do a little 
general farming to keep their 
households supplied with essen- 
tials. They , thought that at 
least one of these crops would 
be profitable and must succeed; 
and they were right. Secarcely 
a year goea by, now, but more 
than one of them have a good 
yield; sometimes all of them 
haye bumper crops, and they 
divide the profits and are just 
about ready to retire. : 

There should be a lesson fo 
nations in this experience . of 
simple men, not very wise in the 
complicated subject of econo- 
mics. This was no more than 
am experiment in community 
farming, of course. And it has 
been practised elsewhere. But 
it is a mystery to the unexpert 
mind why the system cannot be 
perfected ard applied on a 
wider scale. The United States 
Government has tried crop con- 
tro] and made. a success of it.

BASE IN 
PACIFIC 


San Diego, Cal. 

The safest seaplane base -in 
the entire Pacific Ocean is the 
harbour of Pago Pago, in Ameri- 
ean Samoa, near which the 
Pan-American Samoan Clipper 
recently exploded and was lost 
with all hands. 


Commander Thomas Kirkpatrick, 
US.N., who recently returned here 
nfter o tour of duty on the South 
Sea possession of the United States, 
sald the little island of Tutuiln also 
4s strategically important “from ao 
military standpoint, 


He pointed out it is equal-distant 
from Yokohama and Manila, and 
4,000 miles from San Diego. 


Kirkpatrick, who In addition to 
other dutics, served as superinten- 
dent of the public schools in Tutuila, 
sald native Samoans, in a sense, ore 
a people without a country. 

They are’ not citizens of the 
United States, and, as a result, can~ 
not obtain passports permiiting 
them ‘to visit other Inands. How- 
ever, the naval officer added, this 
situatlon causes no concern in the 
islands, where he pictured a race 60 
contented with their existence they 

-.have no desire to. go to other places.. 

It wos not until 1920, Kirkpatrick 
said, that Samoa was placed official~ 
Jy under the Jurisdiction of the 

- United States, although this country 

hos carricd on administrative and 
protective work there almost trom 
the time of the first exploration by 
a U.S. Navy party in 1839, 
‘The first American consular office 
was established jn the islands in 
1853, and ‘In 1872 the navy estabiish- 
ed a definite base at Pago Pago. 

The governor of the Island, with 
its population of 1,100 natives, In an 

. area of approximately 76 square 
miles, Is the commandant of the 
naval station.’ } 

Just as the island was the base of 
operations for American whalers in 
the carly ‘803s, to-day Pago Pago has 
reassumed its Importance os it is to 
play a key role in the trans-oceanic 
alr mall and passenger service be- 
tween the United States and New 
Zealand and Australla, Kirkpatrick 
sald.—United Press.

allowable under Hongkong law. 


“In the not so distant past, however, punishments of, 
thirty, sixty and ninety lashes were not infrequent. 

One Hongkong prisoner. received altogether a, total 
of 239 lashes,'one of the most barbaric series of sentences 
ever inflicted on a prisoner in this Colony. 

During the Governorship of Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
the European residents of Hongkong debated the 
question of floggings with acrimonious conviction. 

The subject became one that led almost to a crisis. 


“Flogging is a barbaric 


institution and should be 


abolished,” said.the Governor. 


“If whipping is done away with, how are we going to 
keep local malefactors in check?” asked his opponents. 


The Governor was confessedly 
in a dilemma, but being diplo- 
matic as well as an “advanced” 
liberal, he did not press his point 
until he had sought the opinion 
of the medical profession, and 
with this end in view, he ap- 
pointed. a Commission, whose 
report was awaited with the 
greatest of interest. First of 
all, however, Sir John consulted 
with the Colonial Surgeon, Dr. 
P, B,C. Ayres, 


DOYEN OF PROFESSION 


Dr, Ayres was perhaps the doyen 
of his profession in the Enst, and his 
many years of experlence in both 
India and China qualified him to 
spedk with authority; for his position 
of Colonial Surgeon and medical 
examiner of the inmates of the gaol 
brought him into contact with the 
hundreds of Chinese and the handful 
ot Europeans who were incarcerated 

ere, 


The name of Dr. Ayres was a 
familiar ond highly .respccted.one in 
the Colony from the Iate ’seventies to 
the early 'nincties, but it js ‘un- 
fortunate that there are little bio- 
graphical data concerning his life. 

Even the date of his birth !s more 
or Jess conjectural, but jt is thought 
that he was born in: England about 
the year 1825, 


He was past Ofty when, in1877, the 
first riention of his name to any great 
length occurs in the chronicles of the 
Colony, That was in connection 
with the subject of flogging of con 


victed prisoners, the question which | - 


was so assiduously investigated under 
the acgis of Sir John Pope Hennessy. 

it was due to Dr. Ayres’ candid 
opinions that flogging was not 


abolished in toto, notwithstanding the| 


ardent wishes of the Governor; but 
the practice as carried out in the 
Colony was deprived of much of its 
reprehensible cffects, and whilst . it 
{s still! a potent element of criminal 
procedure, it Is not the fearsome 
punishment of the past. 


PUBLIC FLOGGINGS 


Tt must be understood that, previous 
to 1878, floggings were administered 
in public every Wednesday ond the 
instrument of punishment was the 
regulation “cat o’nine talls," delivered 
with horrible effect upon the bared’ 
back of the prisoner, who was strung 
up to the whipping-post. Since 1078, 
however, floggings, when they. do 
occur, are carried out discreetly in 
the confines of the gaol. : 

In odvocating his conviction that 
whilst fogging should be retained as 
2 means of punishment, it should not 
be done with the “cat” upon the 
bared back, Dr. Ayres stated: “In 
Indin Nogging is always. done upoh

IN_BATCHES OF THIRTY 


In evidence of thelr statement, they 
cited the punishment meted out ta a 
notorious Hongkong criminal of the 
late ‘sixtics and carly ‘seventies, a 
Chinese named Lee Ah-yee. The re- 
cord of this individual may be of 
interest to readers and {t is conse~ 
quently appended here: 

“First sentenced April 19, 1865 to 
four years’ imprisonment with hard 
labour for daylight robbery and as- 
sault. Released on July 27, 1868, 
but {n breach of the conditional par- 
don he had reccived, was sent 
prison again, where he remained 
until February’ 28, 1871, On- April 
20, 1871, he was sentenced to seven 
years’ imprisonment and _ ninety 
strokes of the “cat” for a murderous 
assault on a warder. Received a 
{ree pardon on October 27, 1879 on 
the recommendation of the Capt. 
Supt, of Follce and finally deported 
from the Colony for five years on 
November 11, 1879." 


... During this man’s. imprisonment he 
recelved 239 lashes on the bared 
back with the regulation “cat” by 
order of the’ Supreme Court for 
Prison offences. The list and num- 
ber of the strokes are as follow: 


“Lee Ah-yeo ‘recelved ninety 
lashes in three instalments In 1871, 
by order of the Supreme Court.” 


“Lee Ah-yeo received nincty 
lashes in three instalments in 1873, 
by ordér of (he Supreme Court.” 


“Lee Ah-yce received eleven 
Jashes at one me “In 1871, ‘for 
prison offences,” 


“Lee Ah-yee received thirty-six 
Inshes at one time in 1872, for 
.Prison offences.” 


“Loo Abh-yeo recelyed twelve 
lashes at one time In’ 1874, for 
prison offences.” ° : 


\ To this formidable list of evidence, 
the Medical Committee adcd  suc- 
cinctly, “his (Lee Ah-yee's) series of 
floggings do not appear to have had 
the least effect on him.”

Gene’ Snrazen, U.S. open golfing 
champlon of '22 and '32 and British 
open champ in '32, had returned 
from.n trip around the world, I 
asked, “What have you been doing 
in your travels?” He said, .Tve 
been exploring--golf exploring”. 

What did he find in his explora. 
tlon? He found a new paradise for 
professional golfers in the Orient, 
“Listen—," sald Gene, “I just got off 
the ner Rex. And I'l give you my 
first impressions of that globe cir- 
cling trip. The thing that hits me 
hardest {s this—There’s a brand new 
clreult for golf professlonals in. the 
Pacific. Golf ig sweeping the Pacific. 
There's a new circuit out there, The 
folf professionals can sail from San 
Francisco; go to Honolulu; then to 
Japan; on to Hongkong, China; next 
to the phillppines: Singapore; Aus- 
tralia; New Zealand, and the home." 

Suzaren, the middle-sized Italian 
farmer from Brookfield Centre, 
Conn,, looked just about the same as 
usual In his brownish-gray tweed 
sult. Except that he seemed a trifle 
heavicr and possessed of more 
noticeable jowls. Gene is aréund 36 
now and he explinined, “I put on 
quite a-bit of weight during my 
trip. Those long boat rides do it— 
Nothing to do but eat, Guess I weish 
about 170 pounds. Next week I'm 
going out to Battle Creek, Michigan, 
and pare down to around 160—So 
that I can play in the ,tourncys 
again,” 


OLYMPIC TEAM 


But what about that Pacific cir- 
cult?) The dark-halred, — round- 
faced cxplorer was cager again, 
‘They're nuts about olf in the 
Orient,” he emphasized, “partlcu- 
larly in Japan. They want mc to 
organise an Olympic team of Ameri- 
can golfers to compete in the 
Japanese games in 1940, Japan 
figures golf should be an Olympic 
sport.

“The 14-club rule has made for 
better golf,” he pointed out. When 


contestants packed 25 or 30 clubs, | 


thoy spent so many tlme figuring out 
which club to use that they couldn't 
concentrate on the game. With only 
14 clubs, they became famillar with 
those clubs—lust like good [friends 
—And they Iearned how to use them 
Accurately for varlous shots. It 
really helped overyone’s game.” 


SLIP-SHOD ARCHITECTURE 


But did Gene figure that the 14- 
club rule alone was responsible for 
the recent murderous assults on par? 
No, he didn't. He figured that the 
chickens were just coming home to 
roost on slip-shod golf course archi- 
tecture. 

“We are about 10 or 15 years be- 
hind In course architecture in this 
country,” he sald. “The worst fault 
on the pnr-five holes on most: 


courses, where the greens are much 
too large. This puts a premium on 
Sugsing—regardiess of slleing; or 
hooking—so that the longs driver 
makes the green’ ‘on - his second 
stroke. That's how the long drivers 
muke their birdies, There are about 
four of those par-five holes on cvery 
18-hole course, 


"No, the way those par-five holes 
are made now do not beneflt the 
duffer. They work against him, 
The duffer usually isn't the long 
driver, but he's usually a guy who 
tries 10 keep to the centre of the 
fairway. Decrease the size of those 
por-five greens, so that the sluggers 
will have to keep on the fairway to 
make them—even with their third 
shot. And we won't hove par mur- 
dered any more.” 


Gene and. his attractive 
Mary, went around the world with 
Albert EE, Lasker, an advertising 
magnate.’ It was a pleasure trip for 
the Sarazens, “but of course, I played 
golf every time I got a chance—or 
any place they wanted me to give 
an exhibition,” ; 

(Sarazen passed through Hongkong 
at the end of last year, but did not 
give any exhibition in the Colony).

" A writer in tho Sudney Referee belleves that Australia has good 
prospects of victory In the 1938 Davis Cup competition, despite the many 
handicaps foolng touring sides which have to travel long, distances in 


search of the Cup. .

do better In tho scason following visits of overseas teams to the Common- 


. wealth, 


The Davis Cup: went in 1937 to a 
truly worthy holder in America, af- 
ter an absence of many years. But, 
says the writer, Jt ia unquestlonably 
due to the brilllancy of one man, 
Donald Budge. . 

As..Perry. was for England so also . 
is Budgo for America, a great cham- 
pion. While Budge remains an oma- 
teur I feel sure’ the Davis Cup will 
remaln with America. 

However, in these days, chal- 
engers for the Cup are not the only 
danger to the nation holding it. 
Another danger—perhaps the more 
potent of the two—is the lure of 
professionalism. 

It 1s therefore concelvable that 
America will have 4 very big obsta- 
cle to overcome to maintain the 
present outstanding prospects for 
success in 1930. : 

Much has been written about (1) 
Australia’s 1937 defeat by America; 
(2) what Australia's future prospects 
are; (3) what is being done about 
Australia’s young potential Davis 
Cup representatives. 


POSITION “NOT SO BAD” 


A survey of the varlous matches, 
and a glance at the scores, suggest 
an absolute debacle. Perhaps when 
one reconsiders the whole position, 
it Js not so bad after’ all. 

I always reckoned: the match 
against America os the virtual final 
round—the winners would wrest the 
Cup from England in the challenge 
round, This, of course, is what 
actually happened, so really Austra- 
Na's defeat, although overwhelming, 
Is not quile so distasteful as It might 
seem. 


Then again only our second team 
took the court against the brilliant 
Americans, and even these’ players 
—the inexperienced Bromwich with: 
Crawford—could not have been at 
thelr * best, particularly in the at+ 
mosphere of uncertainty with regard 
to thelr health which pervaded the 
minds of all the team immediately ° 
preceding the match. 

They must have been dejected and 
upset at the bad luck which had be-~ 
fallen them, after such a serious 
prepuration over many weeks, 

-Iam not suggesting that this was 
the renson for the success of the: 
Americans. They played magnifi- 
cently, and doubiless would have 
accounted for our best team, yet not 
so convincingly, 


“MOST UNFORTUNATE” 
The Australians are most unfor- 


‘tunate in having to travel so far and 


so often in their quest for the Davis. 
Cup. This has a very upsetting ecf- 
fect on touring teams. The different 
climates, people, food, surfaces of 
tennis courts, types of balls, methods 
Of . stringing rackets, -light,- cte;;- all -- 
tend to make it dificult for the mem- 
bers of o touring team to produce 
thelr best form. 

Ono has to experience the upset- 
ting influence of the different condi- 
tions to understand fully how dif- 
ficult it is to produce the same brand 
of tennis while on tour as one does 
in one's own country. 

To illustrate the point further, I 


would refer to the visit of Menzel, 
Maler, Do Stefani, Kirby, Brugnon | 
and Boussus, . 

All these were brought to .Austra- 
lia, to compete in the Victorlan Cen 
tenary-champfonships, and. played in 
the various States of Australia, 
They, were all outstanding’ players, 
widely travelled and _ experienced, 
who had many outstanding per- 
formances. The writer played with 
and against many of them, ond was 
closcly associated with them off the 
court, 

Continually they were Inmenting 
inability to strike thelr best form. 
They. repeated)y drew. attention: to 
the diMculties encountered ‘with xe- 
gard to light, court surfaces, makes 
of ball, method of ‘racket stringing, 
ete. ooo : 

Not at any time was any of them 
satisfied with. his display. 

It sas almost impossible after sec- 
ing them in actlon agalnst Crawford, 
McGrath, Quist, etc., to imagine they 
could ever offer serious opposition to 
our best players, Thelr form was 
too bad to be truc, having in mind 
thelr performances overseas, and 
particularly victories over our own 
men. I therefore aMirm that the 
ever-changing conditions which con- 
front touring players oro a severe 
handicap, 


HOW AMERICANS DID IT 


Many critics have said that Aus- 
tralia, docs. not prepare and en- 
courage her younger players. Quist 
seems to be the only one who has 
escaped criticism. Maybe it was 
lucky for him in thls regard that he 
was ill, c : 

Did America get panicky when we 
bent them In 1936? Novsir, They 
just set about a methodical rear- 
rangemont-with regard to thelr out- 
standing players and the 1937 series 
show the result, and this Is what has 
been done in Australlo. . 

Unquestionably McGrath, Quist, 
and Bromwich: have proved their 
worth, It seems that an intensive 
coaching scheme should be arranged 
for these players—they have the 
ability. They are all young. They. 
now have experience, and that which 
is lacking with regard to faulty 
stroke making would soon be recti- 


fled. f 
The 1937-38 visit of the Germans 
and the Amerleans will do much to 
help these lads along. Tho visitors 
will have varying conditions to cope. 
with, and will find our players very 
much more difficult to defeat under 
their home conditions, 
feel sure that von Cramm and 
Henkel are going to find It most 
diMcult’ to defent Quist, McGrath 
ond = Bromwich—Budge alone may 
prove outstanding. His team mates 
will find. the same difficulty as tho 
SGCEMAN By etree ee sete ee Tene ee tee 
Our 1938 Cup team will be more 
confident and capable, and much 
more dificult to defeat, after these 
international visits, Jack .Crawford 
always showed outstanding form in 
tours abroad immediately following 
the visit of. international champions 
to Australia. This is what I con- 
fidently expect to happen this year 
with Quist, McGrath and Bromwich.

1938, and there 1s 9 big rayon in- 
dustry In almost any country you 
could care to mention. . 

Artificial silk 1s really and truly 
‘a compound known as ccilulose, 
and wood is built up of cellulose 
and other materials, only the 
bullding into a tree is carried out 
by the most remarkable chemist— 
Nature. 

Wood, chicfly from spruce and 


fir trees, 1s treated with chemicals, © 


und the cellulose is sent on to. tho 
market in tho form of thin sheets’ 
of what is known as sulphite wood 
pulp., 

There are at least four different 
ways of handling the pulp to turn 
it into artificial silk. 


—3woO outstanding pro- 
| coases give us viscose 
and acctate rayon, 
which make up most of our supply 
of artifictat silk. 
But the form called nitro-ccllu- 
lose, which goes into explosives, is 
particularly interesting, a5 an Eng~ 
lishman, Dr. Hooke, suggested os 
long ago as 1664, that artificlal 
silk might be made in this form. 
In the two blg modern rayon 
processes the wood pulp 1a dissolved. 
in. certain chemicals to give & 
syrupy liquid. This is then squirted 
. through a number of very fine 

holes, and the threads which come 
out fall into o tank full of acid or 
alkall ‘to form threads which can 
be woven into the most beautiful 
and delicate cloths.

An investigation is now proceeding to discover 
whether the death was suicidal or accidental. 


At the same time entrances to the Settlement have 
‘been re-opencd, barricades removed, and the majority of 
troops withdrawn, though o small extra police force was 


left on duty for the night. 


The reason how the discrepancy 
‘between the Japanese Embnssy and 
the pollee statements arose has not 
wet ‘been probed. In effect it is 
immaterial, The main fact which 
‘emerges is the acute nervousness in 
which Japanese and forelgners ore 
Ilving in Shanghal. 


* Second Incident 


A second incident in the Settlement 
occurred slightly before midnight, 
when the office of the Chinese verna- 
cular newspaper, the Standard, 
owned by Mr. H.M. Cumine, a Briton, 


‘* was bombed for the third time In 


recent weeks, 

Unidentified occupants of a motor 
car alight in front of the office, dis- 
armed the Chinese watchman on duty 
and re-entered the car from which 
they tossed a bomb and drove off. 

The watchman and a passer-by 
were {fnjured ond. taken ‘to the 
hospital, while one other Chinese was 
slightly fnjured.

tige. The counter-attack, however, 
vas beaten back by the Chinese de- 
fenders who put up stubborn resist- 
ance. 


On the southern sector of the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway the Japan- 
cee trops have been taking the de- 
fensive; Assisted by peasant volun- 
teers, the Chinese forces have lnunch- 
ed constant attacks on the Japanes¢c 
troops stationed In vatlous citles and 
tne Chinese guerillas have done con- 
siderable damage to the highways be- 
tween Tingyuan and Hofeli, Tingyuan 
and Fengyang, Tingyuan and Pengpu 
and Hwaiyuan and ienchian.

Prince’ ‘Konoye’s Hint 
To Lower House 


Tokyo, Mar, 23, 

The formation of a new Ministry 
to deal with China affalrs may be- 
come necessary, Premier Konoye 
hinted to the Dict yesterday evening 
when addressing the Lower House 
Committee which was deliberating 
Bills providing for the organisation 
of North China and Central China 
Development companies, 


The Premier Indicated that opinion 
was divided regurding the creation of 
n special Government denurtment to 
handle the multiple aspects of Jap- 
anese policy in Chinn, 


A Board of Chinese Economic 
Affalrs was being established to con- 
trol and to promote the development 
comprnies, while a Council of Chi-+ 
nese Economic Affairs had been set 
up to muke the necessary recommen- 
dations to the Japanese Government 
regarding cconomic developments in 
China, 


The Premier sald that temporary 
agencies for large-scale machinery to 
enable the co-ordinated handling of 
as well as diplomatic 
questions In China, had become 
necessary. Japan would not re- 
Mnquish any Chinese territory under 
control at the present, but the Hmit 
of Japanese action in China was 
diMcult to show geographically, 


This statement was made in reply 
to the question of how far the Japan- 
ese army intended to go in China.— 
Reuter,

LESSON IN 
ECONOMICS — 


There ig a story told of four 
farmers in the Canadian North- 
west who gambled the best 
years of their lives and all their 
agsetg-on wheat-growing. They 
were middle-aged men at the 
time the story openg, and bitter 
and weary, and bowed under a 
weight of repeated defeats. If 
it were not rust that ruined 
their crops, it was early frosts, 
or one of the other enemies of 
the wheat farmer, One fall 
they met on a Government road 
project—for all of them were 
in need of some ready money 
to buy seed and equipment—and 
they fell to talking hoarsely and 
little disgustedly of their pros- 
pects. One of them happened 
to mention that so-and-so had 
grown 2. fair crop of barley, and 
someone else had had a decent 
yield of corn, and still another 
had had a..paying crop of oats 
and alfalfa, And they pondered 
these things and talked about 
them at length and finally came 
to a decision. 
pool their resources. Each of 
them would concentrate on one 
crop—cither wheat or corn or 
oats or barley, and do 2 little 
general farming to keep their 
households supplied with essen- 
tials. They thought that at 
least one of these crops would 
be profitable and must succeed; 
and they were right. Scarcely 
a year goes by, now, but more 
than one of them have a good 
yield; sometimes all of them 
have bumper crops, and they 
divide the profits and are just 
about ready to retire. 

There should be 2 lesson for 
nations in this experience . of 
simple men, not very wise in the 
complicated subject of ccono- 
mics. This was no more than 
an experiment in community 
farming, of course. And it has 
been practised elsewhere. But 
it Is a mystery to the unexpert 
mind why the system cannot be 
perfected and applicd on a 
wider ‘scale.

The Governor was confessedly

DOYEN OF PROFESSION 


Dr. Ayres was perhaps the doyen 
of his profession in the East, and his 
muny years of experience in’ both 
India and China qualifled him to 
speak with authority; for his position 
of Colonial Surgeon and medical 
exnminer of the inmates of the gaol 
brought him into contact with = the 
hundreds.of Chinese and the handful 
of Europeans who were incarecrated 
there, 


- The name .of Dr. . Ayres..was a 
familiar and highly respected one in 
the Colony from the late ‘seventies to 
the carly ‘nineties, but it ds un- 
fortunate that there are little bio- 
graphical data concerning: his Hfe-: 

‘Even the date of his birth is more 
or less conjectural, but it is thought 
that he was born in England nbout 
the year 1825, 


He was past fifty when, in 1877, the 
first mention of his name to uny great 
length occurs in the chronicles of the 
Colony. That was in connection 
with the subject of flogging of con- 
victed prisoners, the question which 
was s0 assiduously investigated under 
the acgls of Sir John Pope Hennessy. 

It was due to Dr. Ayres’ candid 
opinions that flogging was not 
abolished in toto, notwithstanding the. 
ardent wishes of the Governor; but 
the practice as carried out in the 
Colony wig deprived of much of its 
reprehensible effects, and whilst it 
{3 still a potent ‘clement of criminal 
procedure, it is not the = fcarsome 
punishment of the past. 


PUBLIC FLOGGINGS 


It must be understood that, previous 
to 1878, flogelngs were administered 
In public every Wednesday and the 
Instrument of punishment was the 
regulation “cat o'nine tails,’ delivered 
with horrible effect upon the bared 
back of the prisoner, who was strung 
up to the whipping-post. Since 1878, 
however, floggings, when they .do 
occur, are carried out disercetly In 
the confines of. the gaol... 

In advocnting his conviction that 
whilst flogging should be retained as 
ameuns of punishment, it should not 
be done with the “cat’ upon, the 
bared back, Dr, Ayres stated: "In 
India flogging Js always done upon 
he breech, with a four-foot-rattan as 
thick as a man’s fore-finger. I have 
never, in cight year’s expericnce, 
seen-hny worse effects than the Jn- 
jury done to the skin,” 

Moreover, he wos emphatic in his 
declaration that floggings os ad- 
ministered to Chintse prisonera in 
{he gaol from 1805-1877 wero dia- 
tinctly harmful, os he claimed that 
the Oriental felon on uccount of his 
slighter bulld could not endure the 
infliction of the lash upon his bared 
back as well as o European, ‘who 
was he thought, constitutlonally more 
ablo to suffer. punishment with the 
minimum of ill offects,

appointed by the Governor made its 
long expected report.

IN BATCHES OF THIRTY 


In evidence of their statement, they 
elted the punishment meted out to a 
notorious. Hongkong criminal of the 
lute 'sixtles and early ‘seventies, a 
Chinese named Lee Ah-yee. The re- 
cord of this Individual may be of 
interest to readers and it is conse- 
quently appended here: 

“First sentenced April 19, 1865 to 
four years’ imprisonment with hurd 
libour for daylight robbery und ‘us- 
sault, Released on July 27, 1808, 
but in breach of the conditional: par- 
don he had received, was sent to 
prison again, where he- remained 
until February 26, 1871. On April 
20, 1871, he was sentenced to seven 
years' imprisonment and «ninety 
strokes of the “cat” for a murderous 
assault on a warder., Received a 
free pardon on October 27, 1879 on 
the recommendation of the Capt. 
Supt. of Police and finally deported 
from the Coluny for flve years on 
November 11,1870." CE Ace KY 

During this man’s imprisonment he 
received 239 lashes on the bared 
back with the regulation ‘cat’ by 
order of the, Supreme Court for 
prison offences, The Nst and num- 
ber of the strokes ar¢ as follow;

’ To this formidable list of evidence, 
the Medicul Committee aded  suc- 
cinetly, “his (Lee Ah-yee's) serics of 
floggings do not appear to have had 
the Jeast effect on him.” 


ABOLITION FAILS 


In view of the weight of such_im- 
partinl evidence, Sir John Pope 
Hennessy was unsuccessful in his 
efforts to abolish flogging, but he did 
manage to incorporate the ideas of 
Dr. Ayres in the administration of 
such punishment, and flogelngs on 
the bared back were limited to twelve 
lashes and were'more , or less re- 
placed by the more huniane and 
equally successful deterrent in the 
form of “canings” which are: the re- 
cogmised procedure to this day for 
bag-snatchers and other felons of 
this type, 

After the flogging agltatlon had 
been settled, Dr, Ayres remained in 
comparative obgcurity, although he 
was by no means Inactlve: About 
1886, he broke into print once more 
on account of his studicd hostility to 
the then active Antl-Oplum Society, 
which numbered) amongst its ad+ 
herents, Dr..G. J. Kerr, 2 veteran 
American misstonary-of Canton, 

It wos Dr. Kerr's contention that 
the use of oplum was extremely de- 
Icterious, and that. drug addicts con- 
fined to ‘prison suffered the pangs of 
hell when compelled to forego their 
‘daily “smoke.” ‘ saan 
~ Dr. Ayres,.on the contrary, argued 
that in his honest opinion opium was 
no more harmful. than’ tobacco, 
spirits, or even beer,. He seemed’ to 
toke especial delight in this ‘state. 
ment .and repeated it without 
cequivocation year after year in his 
annual reports, bearing it out’ with

On one ocasion, however, on opium 
addict died in prison and the Antl-

to a great deal of pains to prove that 
pmongst. the hundreds of oplum- 
smokers who were passing through

‘POSITION “NOT SO BAD" 


A survey of the various matches, 
and a glance at the scores, suggest 
an absolute debacle, Perhaps when 
one reconsiders the whole position, 
it is not so bad after all.

Unquestionably McGrath, Quist, 
and Bromwich have proved their 
worth. It seems that an intensive 
couching scheme should be arranged 
for these players—they have the 
ability.

They experimented with 
special food for the sheep, 
giving them small doses of a sub- 
stance called thallium. 

With certain doses the sheep 
grew fleeces which were glrendy 
coloured, so that there would not 
be any need to dyc the wool, With 
a change in the dose the wool kept 
its ordinary colour, but the sheep 
moulted, and so saved all the 
trouble of shearing. 

This work hasn't gone very far 

“yet, as obviously it isn’t like an 
ordinary ‘chemical process, and 
in the earliest attempts they 
found that they got coloured wool, 
but Killed the sheep! 

We may well wonder, then, what 
wo shall wear next, for the modern 
scientist secms able.to turn almost 
anything into something else.

» Sixteen of yesterday's cases were 
reported from the residential arens 
of the city of Victoria, five from 
Kowloon, one from Shauldwan and 
one from Aberdeen, : 


Yesterday wos particularly {ree 
of all notifinble diseases, the only 
other cases reported to the. health 
wuthorities being wo of meusles In 
Victorin and one of meningitis in 
Kowloon. The only notiflable dis- 
euses reported from the New 
Territories in the past fortnight 
have béen three cases of meningitls, 

Health returns for lost week dis- 
close that 192 of the 236 cnsea of 
smallpox reported proved fatal; 134 
cases were reported from Victoria, 04 
from Kowloon, five from Shoukiwan, 
two from Aberdeen and one from the 
New Territorics. 


There were seven casey of 
diphtheria, one proving fatal, Two 
of the cases were reported from 
Victoria and the remainder from 
Kowloon, : 


One of the nine cases of typhoid 
reported last weels was fatal, Four 
censes were reported from Victoria, 
three from Kowloon,and two from 
Aberdeen, : 


There were seven deaths from 
meningitis out-of 22 cases reported, 
twelve enses occurring in_ Victoria, 
seven in Kowloon, one In Shaulkiwan 
and two in the New Territories, 

One ense of puerperal fever each 
from Victoria and Shaukiwan were 
fatal, 


Fourteen cases of measies (six in 
Victoria and 98 in Kowloon) were 
non-fatal, as were nine cases of 
chickenpox, . 

There were 79 tuberculosis deaths 
during the week, this being the 
lowest weekly total since the begin- 
ningt of the year, Total tuberculosis 
deaths since’ January t are 1,015,

REFUGEES’ 
ASYLUM _ IN 
BRITAIN. 


_. LIMITED 
Door Not Open To 
All Emigrants 


Dominions To Be 
- Consulted 


London, Mar, 22. 

The plight of Austrian re- 
fugees being refused admittance 
to Britain at the ports, was the 
subject of n statement by the 
Home Seeretary, Sir Samucl 
Hoare, in the House of 
Commons to-day. He said that 
while doubtless there was a 
general desire to maintain the 
traditional policy in Britain of 
offering an asylum to persons 
who, for political, racial and 
religious reasons had to leave 
theix own country, there were 
on the other hand, obvious 
objections to any policy which 
would aggravate unemployment, 
housing and other — social 
problems, 


While it was, -therefore, proposed 
to pursue a policy of offering an 
asylum as far os was practicable, it 
was essential to uvoid creating the 
impression thit the door was. open 
to nll Kinds of Immigration. He did 


not think any ground” existed for’ 


altering the naturallsation law. 

“Anyhow", he added, "no altera- 
tion to the naturalisation law could 
be made without consultations with 
the Dominions. The provisions of 
the law relating to British nationality 
operate not only jn the United King- 
dom, but the colonies and dominions, 
and it Is a settled policy that no 
substantial changes shall be made Jn 
the naturalisation Jaws except in 
agreement with the self-governing 
dominions.”
